LONDON, Feb, 28.—0f the total
complement of 411 passengers and
crew on the Peninsular & Oriental
line steamship Maloja, which struck
a mine and sank within half an hour
two miles off Dover yesterday, only
260 are known to have been saved.
Of the total of 119 passengers,
sixty-four names of persons saved
have beenh recelved at the steamship
company’'s offices, It was stated
there that it is hoped that more
names of persons saved will be re-
celved.
